"In this connection, an Italian official, who has proved 
to be reliable in the past* states that on 29 dsns 1950, a 
tralnlead of 130 Albanians passed through Bens. According 
to this sens soar**, Albanians are being trained In Germany 
hy German officers, under Anglo-American supervision) source 
added that the firet group of Albanians was expected to bo 
ready for operations by nid^hagust 1950."

These umbers 
of the Goamittse for Free Albania requested Greek approval 
for the est&blishssmt in Mortbeni Greece of an A lban ian 
canp to which they would bring agents Bren abroad. Dale gates 
of various Albanian political groups would establish then- 
salves in Athens In conneetlsn with the said oanp* which 
would allegedly serve as a bass for both intelligence and 
operational Missions into Albania. After the natter was dis- 
cussed by Greek officials at the highest levels, approval wee 
given by the Greek Foreign Office en the evening of 4 Bovwnher 
1950." 



this information discloses clandestine activities of the Committee 
for Free Albania whApfcwm. undertaking the negotiations stated la 
ilk support of a specific GPU project. 

10. Undoubtedly 030 was aware that our operations were in- 
volved, but oould argue that the channels through whish ouch of 
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the above information mi obtained are evidence of the fuot that 
security is already doubtful in regard to eone aspeots of our 
activities , However, it is considered that the dissemination 
of information relating te OPC operation ia undesirable and m» 
justifiable without at least the concurrence of OPC even in 
inetaneee where the seeurlty nay leave ouch to be desired*
